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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . Figures 1 and 2 should be designated by a legend such as --Prior Art-- because 
only that which is old is illustrated.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kinoshita (USP 6,314,607) in view of Stevens (USP 4,864,678). Kinoshita discloses a 
wiper device 1 0 to wipe a windshield of a motor vehicle with a wiper arm 1 2 and two 
connecting rod levers, wherein the connecting levers are connected to the wiper arm 12 
in a plane at fastening points 22 and 26 to move rotationally, wherein one of the 
connecting lever is a drive lever 14 and another of the connecting lever is a control lever 
16, wherein the wiper arm 12 is moved by swiveling the driver lever around swivel 
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axis18 , wherein fastening part of the connecting lever are manufacturing of a deep- 
drawing material (note Fig. 1-2, col. 6, line 34 to col. 7, line 34). Kinoshita does not 
disclose a connecting rod lever is executed to be elastic essentially perpendicular to the 
wiper plane to effect a pressure force from the wiper arm on the windshield. Stevens 
discloses a connecting rod lever 1 is executed to be elastic essentially perpendicular to 
the wiper plane to effect a pressure force from the wiper arm 1 1 on the windshield 5, 
wherein the wiper arm 1 1 is designed to be non-articulated, wherein the connecting rod 
lever 14 is pre-stressed in an installed state, wherein the connecting rod lever 14 having 
a fold-out mechanism, wherein the connecting rod lever 14 having first cross-section 
and a second smaller cross-section to adjust the pressure force (note Fig. 1-4, col. 2, 
lines 12-60). It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to modify the wiper device of Kinoshita with a rod lever 
disclosed by Stevens in order to firmly press the blade to the windshield during use and 
to move the blade clear of the windshield for cleaning.
